“To fools who still dream of a re- 
stored regime,” Hitler shouted, “I say 
that what once was can never be 
again. You will never return to pow- 
er. 

The huge Munich town hall echoed 
and re-echoed with cheers from an 
assembly of seasoned old nazi cam- 
paigners and eager young aspirants 
to nazi honors gathered to celebrate 
the fifteenth anniversary of the day 
Hitler proclaimed the nazi gospel in 
a Munich beer cellar. 

“We are all for peace,” said Hit- 
ler during his speech, touching only 
briefly on foreign relations, “but not 
at the price of our honor. We are 
ready for any kind of co-operation, 
but if the world does not understand 
we are ready at all times to stand 


on our own feet.”
